Whereas,  by  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  March  4,  1827. 
reciting  that  entertaining  a  high  sense  of  the  eminent 
and  very  important  services  rendered  the  city  by  the 
late  Col.  George  Armistead  while  in  command  of  Fort 
McHenry  during  its  bombardment  by  the  British  fleet, 
on  the  13th  and  14th  September,  1814,  permission  was 
given  to  the  relatives  of  the  deceased  to  erect,  at  the 
expense  of  the  city,  a  monument  to  his  memory  within 
the  enclosure   of  the  Charles-street  spring,  under  the 
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direction  of  the  City  Commissioners,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Mayor;  and 

Whereas,  by  resolution  passed  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  approved  February  4,  1828,  the  site  for  said
